Frightfal Death of John Schaumm 
Yesterday. 

A terrible accident occurred yesterday 
about 11:50 a.m. in front of the City Gar- 
dens, corner of Eighth and San Pedro 
streets, in which John Schaumm met an 
untimely death. 

As the Santa Monica train was coming 
toward the city, Schaumm, who was on the 
porch of the entrance to the gardens, 
jumped into his wagon, which was stand- 
ing in front, and endeavored to drive out of 
the way. The train collided with the wagon, 
throwing wan, and under the 

aumm res gnes 
was a cigarmaker by trade, and leaves a 
wiféand.two small children. He was 27 
ears of age, and came from Detroit to this 
city but a short time ago. A narration of 
the accident is best given by eye-witnesses. 

F. H. Aldred, proprietor of the gardens, 
stated toa ‘TIMES * as follows: 

1 heard the train coming and I told 
Schaumm, ‘Is that your team out there? 
You had better look out; the train is com- 
ing.’ ‘The train was stil! above Ninth street. 
You can know how fast it was running. It 
was the other side of Ninth when the en- 

ineer. whistled, kind of a long whistle. 
Phat is all the whistle he made. He didn’t 
make a whistle at the crossing. This fellow 
started. First he — one he would back 
in. He seen he didn’t have time—he went 
to pull up, there being plenty of room. He 
started to gu in that direction (to meet the 
train) when his horse got scared. He pulled 
on the left rein and struck his horse with 
his whip. The train was coming at a high 
rate of speed, He couldn’t do nothing. 
They didn’t try to check up or nothing. 
The moment it struck him it threw over 
boxes, man and all, and the man fell down 
between the train and wagon. horse 
went down when the train hitthe wagon, 
and it threw it back with such force it 
rolled the horse down to the train. The 
horse’s feet and the man’s head beat 
22 t the passing train, and sounded like 

stick bei being rubbed against a picket fence 
by a boy when om g Every wheel of 
the cars hit 22 until the last car had

THE LICK TELESCOPE. 


‘The Monster Completed and Ready 
to Be Shipped. 


CLEVELAND (O.), Oct. 25.—[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.] The 26-inch telessope, the 
largest in the world, which was built by 1 
Warner & Swansey is finished and will be 
at once shipped to its destination at Mt. 
Hamilton, Cal., where it will be placed in 
the Lick observatory. The column of cast- 


iron is 10 by 17 feet at the base and 4 by 8 


feet at the top, and the weight is 18 tons. 
This column rests on a head weighing 4 
tons, in which a steel polar axis 10 feet a 
and 12 inches in diameter su the de- 
clination axis, also of steel, 10 feet lon 
and 10 inches in diameter, weighin 
unds. The steel tube is 56 feet 6 * 
ong, is 1 * in dlameter at the center 
tapering to 8 inches at each end, and 
weighs over 4 tons. A driving lock 
and balcony for the assistant astronomer are 
attached by a spiral staircase at the south 
ofthe column.

GRAFTING EXTRAORDINARY. 


A Man Who Wears 160 Pieces of 
Other Men's Skin. 
[San Francisco Examiner. ]

r was severely burned in a fire 
at Central Park. The burus on his 
feet healed rapidly enough, but the 
flesh on his shoulders and arms was so 
scorched that the ordinary process of 
nature was insufficient to restore it to 
its former condition. It was deter- 
mined by the —— to —— skin 
taken from o ple on the 
surface, and thus — the cure. 
weeks ago the operation was 
and since then over 160 pieces of kin 
have been fastened on raw parts. 
It will be several weeks before the 
last gratt shall have been attached 

and the bandages removed. All 
the skin was taken from the friends of 
McIntyre, who contributed 
tho required portions of their cuticle. 
Each graft was a small circular piece 
about an eighth of an inchin diameter. 
It was taken from thearm. Each sub- 
ject rolled up his sleeve in McIntyre’s 
room and the surgeon raised the skin 
with a fine pair of forceps. Then, with 
circular scissors, he clipped the skin 
off, leaving a round red mark en the 
arm, and immediately placed the graft 
on Melntyre's wound. These grafts 
have been taken from about forty men, 
Usually four were supplied by each, 
but some of the sick man’s friends have 
more than that number of pink marks 
on their left arms. 


rer 


The grafts were planted about an 
inch 3 as each little piece ws 
about that distance over the flesh and 


unites with the other skin that it meets. 
It is transferred immediately from one 
body to another, as the tissue must be 
imbued with vitality when placed on 
the raw flesh, and it would lose all life 
in a short while. The foreign char- 
acter of the skin may be detected after 
the healing process is over, as it does 
not change its icular hue, and is 
also devoid of hair and sweat glands. 
Its advantage is great, inasmuch as 
when such burns cicatrize the muscles 
are drawn up, and not only is move- 
8 restrained, but deformity follows. 
The grafted skin is elastic and obviates 
all such unpleasant results. Mointyre 
looks anything but an athlete now. He 
has been a sick man since the fire, and 
has fallen away very much. During 
the past three days, said 
he had eaten nothing. ledonian 
Club will 9 * him a benefit on Thurs- 
day evening.

of skin, as in this case, have not been 
common here. The process itself is 
comparatively new, having been dis- 
covered in 1859 by Riverden, a Parisian 
surgeon. He noticed little islets of skin 
3 on ray surfaces, found that 
75 from little germs of 
skin that — not been destroyed, and 
concluded that transplanted skin would 
thrive in the same manner. It had 
pores been supposed that it would 
e a covering of cuticle as large as 
the wound or sore itself to make a suc- 
cessful grafting, and such large areas 
of skin could not be obtained.
